The Postoffice at New Madrid, Mo., 
was entered by burglars at 1 a. m., Sat-

The safe was blown to pieces with 
nitroglycerin and $174 in cash, $74 in 
stamps and two registered packages 
were either taken by the robbers or 
destroyed by Ahe force of the explosion 
which tore to bits all of the books and 
papers in the vault. 

Entrance was gained through the rear 
window of the Postoffice, which ad- 
joins the New Madrid Bank. Neo effort 
was made to enter the bank. 

Owen MeMillin, an insurance agent, 
who has rooms in the bank building, 
heard the explosion, but thought the 
noise was made by the wind blowing an 
iron shutter. 

The explosion was muffied and no 


damage was done except to the safe 
and its contents.

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A New View of Tecumseh Sherman. 


O THE large bibliography of Gen. William Tecumseh Sherman a new vol- 
umeé has been added—‘‘William T. Sherman,” by Edward Robins, in the 
American Crisis Biographies, published by George W. Jacobs & Co., 

Philadelphia. It gives an admirable sketch of the Mfe of the great General, 
@epecially throwing light upon his character as a man and clearing up what- 
ever remnants of misunderstanding may exist regarding his personality. While 
‘iis faults are not excused, the view so long held that he was essentially 
hard and even cruel in disposition is shown to be without foundation. 
Biographies of Gen. Sherman have an especial interest for St. Louisans 
because St. Louis was his home for years, and his remains lie in Calvary 
Cemetery, with the legend, “Faithful and Honorable” cut on the tombstone. 
In April, 1861, Sherman, who had resigned from the position of superin- 
tendent of a military academy in Louisiana, was installed as president of the 
fth Btreet Passenger Railway, in St. Louis. At that time, although the 
uth was creating its new government and seizing United States arms and ar- 











als, Fort Sumter had not been fired on, and the belief was widespread in 
North that the political tension would be relieved without bloodshed. Sher-

until the crisis became more acute. 

Soon after he assumed his duties as head of the Fifth Street Railway, the 
Confederate sympathizers in St. Louis opened headquarters at Fifth and Pine 
streets and displayed the “rebel” flag. In Lindell’s Grove, at the end of Olive 
street, there was 4 State ‘‘camp of instruction,” which was under Southern in- 
fluence, and the whole city was growing hysterical with the threats and quar- 
rels brought about by the division of sentiment. 

On April 8 Sherman received an offer of the chief clerkship of the War 
Department at Washington, which he declined. On April 12 Fort Sumter was 
fired on by the Confederate forces at Charleston, and the war was fairly be- 
gun. On May 8, 1861, Sherman wrote to Simon Cameron, the new Secretary of 








War, offering his services in the Union Army for a term of three years. He 
knew the South and its peaple, and, unlike thousands of men in the North, did 
not underrate the tremendous struggle which the country had fo face. Sher- 
Man was appointed Coloned of the Thirteenth Regular Infantry, and his won- 
derful career then fairly began. 

The picture of Sherman drawn by this biographer is that of a man of 
whom Nietzsche might have been proud, as one of those born leaders whom ad- 
versity only impels to more arduous efforts—fervent, eccentric, daring, always 
alert, nearly six feet in height, with lean, muscular frame and iron constitu- 
tion. 

At an early period in his career during the war Sherman had 
against the almost fatal handicap of being considered insane. This was be- 
cause he demanded a proper complement of truops, at a time when the North 
ern politicians professed to believe that the South would be subdued by a mere 
show of coercion. Naturally of an excitable temperament, it was probably the 
friendship of Grant which brought Sherman through this crisis. His valor 
and generalship at Shiloh set this malicious rumor at rest, and from that time 
his progress was rapid and unchecked. 

Tne famous march to the sea is interestingly described in this book. Sher- 
man instructed his army to “forage liberally’’ on the country, but to discrimi- 
nate between jproperty of the rich who were ‘usuaiiy hostile,’ and the poor, 
who were “uSually neutral or frrendly’’ to the invaders. This is a side light on 
the Civil War which may, perhaps, be found more or less true of ail wars. 

A Blow at the Rich by George. 

ENRY GEORGE JR. has industriously collectel a mass of information of 
H value to public speakers in opposition to the forces of privilege. His 
work is printed under the title: ‘The Menace of Privilege,’ with the 
subtitle: “A Study of the Dangers of the Republic From the Existence of a 
Favored Class.” The America Franklid advertised to possible immigrants from 
Europe, of which De Tocqueville wrote s0 enthusiastically is gone, says Mr. 
George. He affirms that this has become the land of inéquality, and presents 
figures from several authorities showing that seven-eighths of the wealth of 

the nation is in the hands of one-eighth of the people. 

Princes are arising, he asserts, and he compares the $760,000 of Washington or 
the $350,000 of John Hanceck—great fortunes in their day—with the hundred 
million class to which the Rockefellers, Carnegie et al., belong. The rise of 
the leisure class, he claims, has resulted in physical, mental and moral dete- 
rloration, compelled the close organization of laborers, affected the courts to 
such an extent that they abuse and exaggerate the powers entrusted to them, 
and has corrupted politics. The power of the Rich, he affirms, holds portions of 
the press in bondage, and dominates the universities and the pulpit. 

His remedy, stated in the last chapter, is a plain statement of the benefits 
that would accrue on the adoption of the single tax, a tax levied solely on the 
rental value of land, thus freeing to the worker unproductive lands and supply- 
ing the wage taker with an alternative when the minimum wage is offered for 
his hire. 

The-book is not strong in its presentation of material. The style is that of 
an industrious compiler, and not of one so full of his subject that all his 
emanations are vivid and convincing. Such an one would find this book a 
means to the } oe of his facts. (The Macmillan ampeny. ) 

A Frenchman's Book of Prophecy. 

IEFRRE LBROY-BBAULIEU'S book, ‘‘The United States in the Twen- 

Pp tieth Century,’’ first published in Paris a year ago, is now brought out 

in this country by Funk & Wagnalls Co., New York, the translation 

being by H. Addington Bruce. It is not a political and social study like Mr. 

Bryce's ‘American Commonwealth.”” Rather {is it an examination of the eco- 

nomic factors of American development witii such studies of race growth as 

are needed to explain the present remarkable conditions. The work is based 

for the most part on census reports which M. Leroy-Beaulieu considers ex- 
celient examples of statistical expertness, 

After a description of the environment and a consideration of the origins 
and characteristics of the people the author passes to the economic conditions 
of Rural America, Industrial America and Commercial America which make 
the three grand divisions of his book. The investigations are apparently thor- 
ough, but the author’s conclusions are not ti com Nie realizes the 
immensity of his task. He sees one thing quite clearly. economic growth 
is not due to trusts and the tariff, but to five great factors \given in the 
census report—agricultural resources, mineral resources, development of trans- 
portation facilities, fresdom of interstate commerce, and emancipation of the 
people from ultra-conservative ideas. Trusts are not essential. Théy are not 
here to stay, but are ‘‘merely incidental and transitory consequences of 
growth.’’ But he does not venture to predict future development after these 
“transitory consequences”’ pass away. ( 

M. Leroy-Beaulieu takes the conventional view of expansion—the natural im- 
pulse of a young people to exceed their borders, together with a desiye to es- 
tablish markets in case the European markets are closed to them. othe prob- 
lem of domestic consumption is not touched. ee 

The conclusion of the matter is that before the century up6n which we have 
entered is closed, ‘‘the United States will unquestionably dominate economic- 
ally all the Asiatic and American countries bordering on the Pacific, and will 
be playing in the world the part played until these latter days by England. 
This is its destiny, a destiny resting in large part, to be sure, on the mag- 
nificent gifts bestowed by nature; but resting, too, on moral foundations. If 
the United States is the richest country of the world in coal, in iron, in cop- 
per, it is also the richest in human energy.”

Tips Officially Given. Reporters, Transcribed for the 
Post-Dispatch

ON DAY—It has been a quiet day. 

M The President tried out a new 

pair of boxing gloves this morn- 
ing on Chairman Shonts, who had called 
to give rise to another rumor that he 
had resigned. Shonts won in the third 
round, with a Culebra cut to the jaw. 
A poet called this afternoon with a man- 
uscript for the President. As he was 
clearly irresponsible, he was led out 
to the back yard and destroyed. Secre- 
tary Loeb is writing the official denial 
for the morning papers. 

Tuesday—Bright and fair.. A meeting 
ef the Panama Canal Commission was 
held thig afternoon. There were no fa- 
talities. 

Wednesday—A caller sent her card in 
to the President at 3 p. m. As she was 
evidently a woman of refinement, Sec- 
retary Barnes ordered the police to at- 
tack her. The guards have her sur- 
rounded, As Secretary Loeb is busy 
refereeing a Jiu-Jitsu mill between the 
President and the Japanese Minister, 
the official denial will be too late for 
the afternoon papers. 

Thursday—An unidentified elderly lady 
called shortly after noon and asked to 
see the President. She may recover. 

Friday—Nothing but routine business 
was transacted today. As the Presi- 
dent had an engagement to meet a mem- 
ber of the Cabinet—five-ounce gloves, 20 
rounds, Queensberry rules—it was, or- 
dered that al! callers be sent to the 
Police Station. Later in the afternoon 
the White House detectives, led by Sec- 
retary Barnes, attacked a delegation of 
school children in the ante-room. The 
incident irritated the President, as the 
screams of the victims intéerrynted the 
dictation of another letter vindicating 
Paul Morton. Every courtesy wil! be 
shown the survivors. As Secretary Loeb 
is out of the city, all newspapers in the 
United States and Chicago are requested 
to suspend publication until the official 
denial can be prepared. 

Saturday—Speaker Cannon has tele- 
Dhoned that the revolt against the 
Statehood bill has assumed alarming 
proportions. The President will instruct 
Secretary Barnes to exterminate enough 
of the Missouri delegation to give the 
administration a majority in the House. 
Further trouble is expected. Late this 
evening an infernal machine wa&s sent 
to the President. It contained enough 
dynamite to explode the official version 
of Mrs. Morris’ ejectment. When told 
that the package contained dynamite, 
the President kicked it to nieces. 

Sunday—The President did not ven- 
ture out to church today, as the weath- 
er was not sufficiently inclement. 

Monday—The President called Repre- 
sentatives Tawney and Babcock into 
his private office today to persuade 
them_to desert the House insurgents. 
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Three windows and the chandelier were 
broken. 

Tuesday—The President narrowly es- 
caped serious injury this afternoon. He 
was seated on a snowdrift behind the 
White House, reading Secretary Loeb’s 
reply to “Chivalry; By a Texas Con- 
gressman,’’ when a draft of Senator 
Tillman's speech blew over from the 
Senate chamber, freezing a smile on 
the President's face. An official de- 
scription of the accident, conflicting in 
every detail with the accounts of the 
reporters who witnessed it, will be is- 
sued by Secretary Loeb. 

Wednesday—The President has been 
notified that a delegation of dis- 
inguished railway magnates will call 
tomorrow to protest against the Presi- 
dent’s rate legislation program. They 
will be met in the ante-room by Secre- 
tary Barnes and the police. Reporters 
will be excluded, but Secretary Loeb 
will furnish a list of casualties to any 
paper that can't be gagged. 


Thursday—The President wishes to de- 
ny that he was knocked down during 
a conversation with a casual caller this 
afternoon. According to Secretary 
Loeb s statement, the gloves used dur- 
ing the conference were heavier than 
those usually worn by the President, 
and in attempting a swing at his 
guest's jaw in reply to a lead for the 
abdomen, .the President inadvertently 
stumbled over a corpse carelessly left 
in the executive office this morning by 
Secretary Barnes. The President as- 
sures his friends that he is unhurt, and 
states that the incident is to be taken 
only as additional evidence that Mr. 
Morton did not give rebates. 

Friday—The reporters are directed to 
say nothing about It. 


Saturday—A well-dressed stranger 
called at Secretary Barnes’ office this 
morning and inquired if the President 
was in good health. He was sent to the 
insane asyium. When he proved con- 
clusively that he was the president of 
one of the big life insurance companies 
he was transferred to Jalil. 

Saturday Night—It is understood that 
the President has asked Mr. Moody to 
resign. The President disapproved of 
the way the Attorney-General parts his 
hair. 

Bulletin, Saturday—The President will 
ask Congress for an appropriation to 
cover the salary of an additional mem- 
ber of the Cubinet, to be appointed as 
soon as Senator Cullom consents. The 
new member's duties will consist of 
pulling the box whenever the patrol 
wagon is wanted. He will also be ex- 
pected to accompany all bodies to the 
Morgue. Further, it may be stated au- 
thoritatively that, as tomorrow is Sun- 
day, the White House attaches will be 
given permission to eat dinner instead 
of lunch. Bulletin will stand.
